In other words, the Austrians, con 
tracting the circle about Lemberg, are 
withdrawing to a line between the Car- 
pathians and the Pinsk marshes, the 
shorter length of which will compensate 
them in some measure for the tremendous 
losses they have suffered since the be 
ginning of the Russian advance. Mili- 
tary critics look for their eventual with- 
ara wal to the line of Lemberg, 
Mikolayo®, and try ae their logical 
line of defense. 

The Russians are systematically send- 
ing forward their infantry to pound the 
enemy front, while Cossack cavairy at- 
tacks and demoralizes the wings. The 
proportion of Germans among both pris- 
oners and enemy killed and wounded is 
steadily increasing. This is believed jo 
be due to the fact that the Austrians have 
practically exhausted their reserves and 
that German reinforcements are being 
brought up in large numbers to etiffes 
‘their lines.

The Russian cavalry force that cap 
tured Mariampol, only eight miles south- 
east of Halles, is believed to be pushing 
toward the Halits-Stanislau rallway 
horth of the Dniester, only thrée miles 
away.

 gervice law. 


One requests the secretary of state to 
inform the senate regarding the number 
of employés who have been appointed to 
positions since July 1, 1913; what increases 
in the force of the department have been 
made since that date; the number ap- 
pointed from the eligible list on certifi- 
cation of the civil service n, 
and the number appointed temporarily 
without examination or certification, and 
who have subsequently been covered into 
the civil service by executive order. 


Exemptions Also Questioned. 

The second resolution requests the civil. 
service commission to send to the senate a 
list of the executive orders issued since 
March 4, 1913, exempting appointees from 
civil service requirements, or placing em- 
ployés under the civil service previously 
appointed outside the eligible list pre- 
scribed hy the civil service commission. 

The senator aleo introduced a resolu- 
tion granting full pay to all civil em 
ployés of the government who have en- 
listed for service on the border, and 


' granting them leave of absence during 


their term of enlistment. 


Merit Board Denies Charges. 

The civil service commission today de- 
cided to issue a public statement denying 
the charge of the Nationa! Civil Service 
Reform league to the effect it had inaug- 
urated a policy of secrecy with respect to 
its records. According to the commis- 
sion, its records never have Deen public 
property. 

The civil service league said it had gone 
to the commission as a result of com- 
plaints received to the effect that the civil 
service law was being viclated-in con- 
nection ‘with the appointment of fourth 
class postmasters and rural carriers and 
asked permission to look over the records 
in order to refute the charges or substan- 
tiate them.

PLAN BATHING BEACH 


Lincoln Park Commissicners Decide 
to Improve Shore North of Big 
City Dock. 
The Lincoln park board announced yes- 
terday that it would at once begin work 
on a new bathing beach directly north of 
the new municipal pier. 

Recently a special committee was ap- 
pointed to investigate the proposition. 
Among the recommendations offered by 
this committee which has met with the 
approval of the entire park board ere the 


following: 

„The chief engineer has been instruct- 
ed to prepare plans for the immediate 
accomplishment of a bath'ng Beach at 
that portion of the lake immediately north 
of the municipal pier. This location has 


in a basin formed by the old north and 
south government breakwater, the new 
east and west breakwater at the feot of 
Oak street, the Lincoln park breakwater, 
and the municipal pier. 

“The protection afforded by these 
breakwaters is such that undertow with 
its attendant dangers would be absolutely 
eliminated. The water at the site of the 
proposed breakwater is now about five 
feet deep. It is proposed to have the 
thirty inch hydraulic dredge owned by 
the park commissioners pump in a suf- 
ficient amount of sand to form a beach.”
